ConAgra wins favor of farmers, union workers

Lamb-Weston Inc. six years ago. people in this town wefe 
a little nervous about their nevv corporate neighbor. 

But the town is pleased.

Frozen Foods Co. and turn it into a Lamb-Wcslon plant.

"Whenever Lamb has told us something, they ve done 
what they’ve said." said Pocatello farmer Gordon Hurmom

"Uairly, paid' more for potatoes than other processors and ne-

NASA celebrates 25th anniversary of Apollo 11 liftoff 
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None of crew 
shows for event

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. — NASA 
celebrated the 25tli anniversary of Apollo 
IPs liftoff on Saturday with a countdown 
replay, with the launch of four model rock- 
ets. and without the crew. 

Apollo 11 astronauts declined to attend 
the morning ceremony and sent regrets for a 
commemorative dinner. (All three attended 
the 20th anniversary launch ceremony.). 

So instead of the first two men to walk on 
the moon Neil Armstrong and Buzz 
/^Idrin — and their fellow crewman 
'•-Michael Collins, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration settled for. the 
last man on the moon and one who losl-his 
chance to .walk on the lunar surface because 
of an accident en route. ' : 

“It’s their decision. I respect it. But I 
* wish they were here,’’ said Brent Wynn, 
who helped launch the model rockets.; 

“After 25 years of constantly being 
hounded for autographs. Uicy probably 
Want to kick back.” Wynn said. He quickly 
■ noted: “I brought stuff for them to auto-

But so far this year only one 
employee has had a .serious dispute 
with the management. 

“That’s a.rcally good batting aver- 
age.” Jensen said. "One thing with 
Lamb, they have exceptionally fair 
plant managers.” 

Lamb-Weston’s wages arc lower 
than nearby Pillsbury und Basic 
American plants, which raakti dehy- 
drated potato products. So Jensen said 
he’d like to sec the Lamb-Weston 
wages higher 

“Bui wc always w.int those higher.” 
he said. 

Line workers in American. Falls 
Stan at'S7.6>\^ hour and go up to 
S9.89 a hour. Otlicr wages arc higlicr: 
A maintenance trainee starts at S9.64 
an hour, and a mechanic starts at 
S 1 2.33 an hour. 

But overtime pay is common now. 
The Lamb-Weston plant is a main 
supplier of McDonald’s rc.stauranis' 
french fries. And McDonald’s “Extra 
Value Mcols” have been so successful 
that the company is continuing the 
meal special and ordering more ami 
more fries. That means the plant is 
running every day, 24 hours a day. 

And Jensen said he’s disappointed 
that Lamb-Weston won’t hire more 
employees to deal with the busy 
schedule.' 

But thc^lant has almost .ilways 
been busy. ■ 

The Lamb-Weston plant in Ameri- 
can Falls begon in I960 when compa- 
ny founder GilbcrfLamb and compa- 
ny engineer Art Davidson invented

“I al- 
ways tell them, my message is consis- 
tent: I like you as a friend, as a person, 
but ihc'bchavior you’ve chpscn is 
. killing you. 

“For most of them, that is patently 
• evident. Some of them have AIDS. 
Some arc being dogged by a variety 
of diseases," Walton says, He’s not at- 
tacking people: bur^Tiiajorhcahh-is- 
suc” and a “major economic issue." 

“Ifwc on: able to discourage just a 
few hundred Idaho teenagers from 
getting into this behavior, it’ll save the 
state tens of millions over the next 
decade in health care and higher in- 
surance premiums.” 

Homosexual dollars 

Walton’s appeals to "compussion” 
and good health don’t impress Mary 
Rohlftng. co-chair of Idaho for Human 
Dignity. “If Kelly. Walton was really a 
friend of gay people, if that were real- 
ly the ease. 1 think he'd find a new 
hobby or a new form of income."

Gay rights supporters hope to 
spend half a million dollars statewide 
fighting the proposition.

CENTRAL CITY, Colo. — Truth 
is, none of Nettie MacDougall’s kin 
paid much heed when she spun 
yarn's about owning a dhunk of a 
famous gold mine in the foothills ■ 
here.

Aunt Net,” everyone assumed. 

So it wasn't until long after 
MacDpugall had passed , away that 
her great-nephew, Costa Mesa, 
Calif, handyman Scott Hobbs, 
picked up the phone last year to ask 
the family trustee about his potential 
inheritance. 

Trustee: “At the lowest estimate, 
you know how much (the gold 
mine) is worth, Scott?”

• WASHINGTON — In darkness, 
Army Rangers, their faces black- 
ened, parachute onto, the airfield. 
Navy SEALS, in scuba gear, emerge 
from the waters around the port. The 
clandestine Delta Force slips 
'through the streets of Port-au-Prince 
to the .homes and offices of the rnili- 
tary dictators. 

Marines leap from helicopters and 
-landing crafl to seize.command'and. 
communication points in the capital. 
And the 82nd Airborne paratroopers 
descend from the night sky to join 
the attack. 

That is how an inva.sion of Haiti 
would start, according to experts 
inside and outside the Pentagon. 

"It’s pretty much a.standard pack- 
age,’’ says retired Marine Lt. Gen. 
Bernard Trainor, who was the 
Marines’ operations deputy during 
the 1983 U.S. invasion of another 
Caribbean.island, Grenada.' 

The Clinton administration.has' 
not made the politically charged 
decision to order such an invasion. 
But the military, despite serious mis- 
givings about intervention in Haiti, 
.has riiade all the preparations. 

It has practiced landings by spe- 
ciq.1 operations forces. It has 
rehearsed the evacuation of 
American civilians.’ It has positioned 
2,000 Marines with the USS Inchon 
amphibious ready group off Haiti’s 
shores. The troops of the 82nd 


Airborne, using night-vision 
devices, were out last week practic- 
ing night jumps over Fort Bragg, 
N.C. 

The USS Mount Whitney, a »m- 
municalions ship able to coordinate, 
joint operations, is expected to 
arrive off Haiti this weekend to lake 
over from the helicopter canier USS 
Wasp as the command ship. 

Unlike the troops involved in the 
1992 U.S. rapid deployment into 
Mogadishu, Somalia, the. forces 
going into Haiti would have a clear 
military mission, would be ade- 
quately equipped and would not 
encounter a generally armed popula- 
tion in a state of civil war. 

In Grenada, local opponents of the 
busied regime tipped U.S. forces off 
to their hiding places. U.S. comman- 
' ders hope this might also happen in 
Haiti. ! 

Facing the U.S. onslaught would 
be 7,60U Haitian. Army troops and 
1,200 militia, most poorly equipped, 
trained 'and led. According to 
Pentagon intelligence reports, the 
ijifantry is armed with World War 
' Ihiimtagc M-1 carbines and Israeli- 
made Uzis and GalH assault 
weapons. Tlie Haitian army ha.s one 
.30-caliber World War II machine 
gun. 

The single heovy-weapons compa- 
ny has six light armored vehicles, 
one of them armed with a 90 jmm 
gun, the rest with 20 mm cannon. 
On the rare day when its equipment 


is all working, the company can 
muster five 105 mm howitzers, and 
five 75 mm howitzers. 

The air force has five trainers,' 
pnly one of which has been seen in 
the air recently. It has about a' dozen 
small Cessna transport planes and no 
armed helicopters. It has no ground- 
to-air missiles. 

The navy has four patrol boats, 
only.twoofwhich arc usually opera- - 
ble. They were last |iccn at sea in

Once the initial invasion succeed- 
ed. the real probfi;ms would come:

needy population. > 

Noting that several thousand paid 
thugs are on the junta's payroll in 
Pon-au-Prit)Cc. the Pcniagon analy- 
sis warns that the "potential for mob 
violence poses a threat for whoever 
goes in.”

Jeremy M. Boorda, the 
Navy’s top officer, said in an inter- 
view Friday he is certain Arthur 
was best-qualified to take the sensi- 
tive- Pacific job. But he said snow- 
balling questions about Arthur’s 
handling of a sexual harassment 
case would have held up his confir- 
mation for at least several months, 
which he considered an unaccept- 
able delay for a post that includes 
responsibility for military opera- 
itions on the Korean peninsula. 

Critics of Boorda’s decision, 
including former secretary of the 
Navy James H. Webb Jr., said the 
allegations against Arthur are- 
groundless, and that the Navy chief 
unfairly pressured him into- with-, 
drawing his nomination to avoid 
even a whiff of the controversy in

harassment scandal. 

"We were not worrying about 
publicity," Boorda scoffed. ‘‘We 
were worried about filling” the 
Pacific Command.

States, tribes should work 
on gambling alternatives 


•Reservation gambling is back bc- 
forcXongre6S.-SRO.tligluing_once_ 
again the wrongheadediiess of Native 
American tribes’ quest for the fast 
buck. 

Since the late 19«0s, tribes have 
battled states over control of casino 
gambling on reservations. One of 
those states is Idaho, where a 1992 
amendment to the state’s Constitution 
blocked tribal aspirations. ' 

Now the tribes are opposing a bill 
in C^ongress that seeks to clarify the 
muddled relationship. The bill would, 
among other provisions, let states opt. 
out of negotiating over reservation 
gambling. 

Tho.tribe.s denounce this change as 
a usurpation of iheif sovereignty. Iff 
our view, it is only a return to reason. 

Under the 1988;lndian Gaming 
Regulatory Act. a stale that allows 
virtually any kind of gambling within 
its-horders must negotiate with resi- 
dent tribes to allow fullrblown casi- 
nos on reser\alions. This law creates 
an absurd variety of negoiiaiion':. 
States either make concessions or risk 
an accusation of bad faith. The tribes 
are free' to demand the hioon, 

i'h'e irony in this unfairness is that 
it nearly' mirrors the way Uncle Sam 
negotiated with tribes a century ago. 
Tribes eitlicr signed treaties or faced 
military annihilation. So if Indians 
-welcome a-small measure of turn- 
about. who can blame them? 

Hut moral symmetry is riot the 
same as justice. Past mistreatment 
does not ju.stify a public policy that 
would spread casinos throughout 
America. 

The tribes contend their unique sta- 


tus as ‘’sovereign nations” gives them 
the right to operate casinos in spite of 
"state policies id iHc cohlrary. Further, 
Native American leaders often assert 
casinos are their comtnunilics’ sole 
opportunity for economic develop- 
ment. To oppose them, they contend, 
is to steal their sovereignty and con- 
demn their people to enforced pover- 

‘y- 

Tiieir arguments inspire sympathy, 
but do they do not persuade. 

The assumption that gambling is 
the reservations’ only hope is false 
and destructive. Casinos are a rickety 
basis for long-term reservation pros- 
perity. Will state legislatures quietly 
svatch re.servatiori casinos siplion cash 
■ from taxpayers wJiile while business- 
e.s are ban;cd from coii;ipeiing? No. 

More likely, widespread reserva- 
tion casinos will trigger a general 
proliferation of legalized gambling. 
Tribes will face stiff competition. 

A far better alternative is for 
states to help reservations undertake 
.more substantial economic ventures 

- as Idaho leaders promised during 
the 1992 amendment debale. -(To 
Idaho’s shame, that promise re- 
mains largely tmkept.) Together, 
tribes and states should work to pro- 
mote education, economic opportu- 
nity and entrepreneurship on Reser- 
vations. ’ 

- - The cmphasi.s should be on cooper- 
ation and economic partnership, not 
on the antagonism that the gambling 

. issue perpetually provokes, Tribes 
need to realize that gambling is not 
their best bet. States need to give 
tribes, evidence that it is not the only 
game, in town.

Ryan arrived, the scene had been taped 
off and stale police and Jerome County 
deputies were working to free thciviciims 
from the twisted rubble that remuibed of 
ilie'two vehicles. For everyone invtftvcd 
in any way, it was a painful and sobering 
experience. \ 

Since the accident, the family of Mr. am 
Mrs. Schauerman have criticized the way 
they were notified of the deaths of their 
loved ones. Wc don't know exactly how that 
notification process was handled by those in • 
charge, but this is on is.sue to which KMVT 
always has bt^cn responsive. The letter to the 
editor on July 1 1 deserves a response and an 
explanation. 

KMVT's policy is not to release the 
names of accident victims until authorized 
to do so by the proper authorities. Reporter 
Kevin Ryan iamc back to the swiion and put 
the story together for the 6 o'clock new? 
without the names of those involved in the 
accident. At approximately 5:30 that after- 
noon. Idaho State Police Cpl. Jerry Kurz 
called Ryan, confirmed the names of the de- 
ceased and told him that Uic names could be 
released on the 6 o’clock news. Whatever 
steps were taken by any law enforcement 
agency or by Coroner Gerald Ostler to noti- 
fy the family were not shared with us. Tliosc 
procedures arc always between the officials 
at the scene and those who are to be noti- 
fied. i. 

Cpl. Kurz has told us since the accident 
that all-lhc proper procedures were taken 
and has confimicd once again that he did au- 
thorizc us to broadcast the names of the ac- 
cident victims on the 6 o’clock news. 

Seeing the carnage of an accident in . - 
which a loved one has been killed is d dis-. 
turbing experience'. Our reporters and pho- 
tographers arc encouraged to handle these ^ 
accounts with as much dignity and'sens'ifiVl- 


In a churchyanJ in I laymarkct, Va.. a 
gravestone n:^: 

Stonewall Jackson Campbell 
May 2. 1863 Dec. 10,1911 
'■ The'infant Oa'mpWI was named for the 
Virginiiin who earned his name on a battle- 
field a lew minutes’ ^Uop from the. church- 
yard. a soldier who in 1 863 received a mortal 
wound at Chonccllorsvillc, not far from here. 

Problem is. much of American histoiy was 
made not far from here, often by men who 
lived nearby: the church is hard by die inter- 
section of lite James Madison and jtdin Mar- 
shall highways. Just over yonder lives Miss 
Heaureguni, great-granddaughter of the Con- 
federate general. And so it go<^ You can 
liardly turn around out here without bumping 
into evocations of the nation’s makii^ 

This would be merely nice, not-a problem,.-. 
were it not for something that threatens to be 
the unmaking of this area. The Dismqr Co. 
seems dclcmtincd. almost irrationally so. to 
turn this area Inside out and upside down by 
building, about a half mile from the church- 
yard and 3.S miles from the Manassas field 

where Jackson fought, a huge commercial 
and residential real estate development, at lire 
core of which will be an American histoty 
theme park. 

Unfortunulcly. many faulty reasons have 
been indiscriminately adduct for opposing 
Disney’s project, so the one Sufficient reason 
may get lost in the melee. It is that Disney has 
decided to build something that would trans- 
fonn, beyond recognition, an area that is. ar- 
guably, America's most defining landscape. 

Antcrica has various defining landscapes, 
not all of them bucolic. One is Manhattan's 
forever unfinidted skyline, emblematic of our 



heroic materialism. But none is more 
drenched in the history of heroic idealism 
than Virginia’s Piedmont region, a perishable 
window on the past, a place which, were Jef- 
ferson and Washington and Lee to revisit it, 
would be comfortably familiar to them. 

• Some of Disney's critics would, if tliey 
could, freeze this region in time. They cannot. 
Development will come to this place because 
it is a short drive from Washington and the . 
government that will not stop growing But 
Disney’s mcga-devclopment. by its scale and 
nature, would change beyond recognition a 
historic region rich in sites that millions of 
Americans come to as pilgrims to shrines. 

Some of Disney’s critics get the vapors at 
the thou^t of what the theme park might do 
to the telling of America’s story. But if Dis- 
ney or anyone else wants to make a skit, or a 
hash, of histoty, well, the right to vulgarize is 
one of America’s most vigoroiLsiy exercised 
rights. Anyway. Disney would be hard- 
pressed to do worse than, say, Oliver Stone’s • 
movies - or, for that matter, than some histo- 
rians do. including some of Disney’s academ- 
ic despisers. 

Disney has armed its despisers by talking 
foolishly, as when Chairman Michael Eisner 
said, "1 was dragged to Washington as a kid 
and it was the woisl weekend of my life,” or 
when oiDisncy “creative director” said the 
park would "make you feci what it was like to 


be a slave." (Sec your sister sold down the 
river, then get cotton candy?) However. , 
again, the point is not what Disney wants to 
do. but where it wants to.do it. 

- -The administration of environmental, irans-^ 
poriaiion and other federal, stale and local 
regulations provides many opportunities for 
Disney’s opponenLs to slow the project's 
progress and raise its costs. In any such battle 
of attrition, bet on the mullibillion-dollar cor- . 
poration that buys lawyers by the batialiotu. 
But why docs nisncr seem bent on becoming 
the archetype of the Hollywood vulgarian, 
greasing with mon^ (some of it to politi- 
cians) the slide of a great corporation into the 
role of coarse bully, stamping its bootprints 
on hallowed places? 

One ofihc roads that vvciuld have to be- 
come an enlarged congested higliwaylo serve 
the park is Route 15 which runs north to Get- 
tysburg. Tliere o ne of the BeAcIcy boys now 
buried in the churchyard here wifeaptured at 
the crest of Pickett’s charge, at the wall on 
Cemetery Ridge now known as "the high-wa- 
ter mark of die Confederacy." From there 
Lee’s army beat an honorable retreat.. , 

It is astonishing that Disney, out of siieer 
'•stubbornness, is'risking its rqiuiation as a 
good corporate citizen, and iadding so to put, 
here a project dial could be put in many rnore 
suitable places. But it is not too late for Dis- , 
ncy to Icam a lesson from Lee. who is revered 
. by die nation he tried to dismember, revered 
partly because he knew how to retreat atid 
, when to surrender.

Elementary test scores pose challenge Lor officials

TWIN FALLS —The school district's 
testing expert says the latest elementary test 
results have him stumped? » 

“I’m starting to wonder, whatever hup-, 
pened to the avenge kid?" said Larry Wat- 
'son, community relations specialist for the 
.district. .“rm_sccingjcst rcs.ult.s.this ycar_ 
that I’ve never seen." 

Rather than a normal distribution in 
•which most kids score in the middle range 
with declining numbers on the high and 
low ends, this year's scores look more like 
-a doublc-humpedcumcl.-withbulgcsin-ihc- 
high and tow scores and relatively few stu- 
dents scoring in the middle, Watson said. 

The district's overall scores on the lowu 
Test of Basic Skills show students in third 
and fourth grades scoring below the nation- 
-i>I-ev«fflg»r-^hilo-fifth-gr*dc r fc- <c o rti d. 
slightly above. 

Twin Falls students in those three grades 
performed l^est in language skills ond math, 
but slipped when it came to vocabulary. 

Three of the district’s elementary schools 
- Morningside,. Pcrrinc and Sawtooth - 
scored consistently above the national aver- 
age, while Harrison, Lincoln and Bickcl_ 
were below. , 

The reasons for that difference vary as 
widely as the students who attend the 
schools, Watson said, noting that 28 UifTcr- 
cnl dialects were spoken inllhe Twin Falls 


School District last semester. 

Schools with lower test scores consistent- 
ly. have more “special needs students” - 
children for whom English is a second lan- 
guage, or who have physical or mental hur-- 
dies to learning, or who come from migrant 
families, said Watson, who holds a doctor- 
■aVe in educational testing. 

At Bickcl Elementary where overall 
_scores were the lowest, mor e than 60 pcf'^ 
cent of the students arc classified as having 
special needs, according to school district 
statistics. 

The characteristics of individual groups 
of children also range widely, meaning one 
-class-will-pcrform-bciter-aK-a-wholuthan- 
ariothcr class, Watson said. That makes 
comparing lost year's fourth-grade results 
to the previous years misleading, he said.

HAGERMAN - Frank Pearson’s

house,” said Pearson, who teaches at 
Central Elementary in Jerome.

teachers can get a tour of the monument 
along with various instructional materials 
in a “traveling trunk" for their cla.sses. 

“1 took the class because 1 thought it- 
would help improvd my Idaho History 
and science program.” Pearson said. 

The teachers also get professional 
credit for the new course, which is part of 
the national Parks As Classrooms pro- 
gram. Hagerman is working with two 
other park service sites to develop more 
instructional material. .

McDonald said the understalTcd. park 
startcd'tbe,\spccial federally funded 
course because the demand for school 
visits was too high. The park is open year 
around, and public programs. are given 
weekly. , 

“Instead of going to the students, we 
thought we could teach the. teachers,” 
said McDonald, adding that the current 


'^chool-agc craze is dinosaurs. "You can 
sometimes use that in a way to capture 
the children’s interest and then channel

Teachers take a four-hour tour of the park 
so they can, bring their students there on 
field trips wiihout the lead of a ranger.

The new state law forces school dis- 
tricts to raise more money locally 
through levies or be penalized by a re- 
duction in statc'funds.-'rhc potential- 
loss in state revenues from such a re- 


duction-would-have amounted-lo-al- 
most $55,000 for the school district. 

“A loss which simpfy .could not be 
absorbed in the new budget,” 
Feusahrens said. 

There was no connection belwcco - 
the levy increase and the recent pas- 
sage of a $5.52 million bond issue 
for the new high school, Feusahrens ' 
said. During the bond campaign the 
district stated that', unless interest 
rates climbed above 6 percent, the 
patrons would not see a rise in the 
current school bond tax rate. 

Many people, Feusahrens said, 
were confused and thought it meant 
there would not be any increase in 
school taxes. 

When the bonds are sold in Jan- 
uary, the district will know what the 
•interest rate will-and- the cost-to the- 
district's patrons.

Now one of the nation's faste.st- 
growing regions, the West has 
become the place where newcomers, 
move into dreom homes on pine- 
covered hillsides and in deeply 
forested mountain valleys.

Grizzlies to blame for cattle deaths 


BOISE (AP) — Federal offi- 
cials say there aren’t'- enough 
summer chinook salmon to con - 1 
linue a 25-year Idaho tradition of 
producing smolts at the , 
Pahsimeroi Fish-Hatchery. 

The Idaho Fish and Game 
Department asked for limited 
summer chinook^production to 
supplement natural spawning in 
the Pahsimeroi River. Sulnmcr 
Chinook have been raised at the 
hatchery since 1969 as part of the 
mitigation program for salmon 
lost due to Idaho Power Co. dams 
on the Snake River. 

The National MaVinc Fisheries 
_,Scrvicc rejected the request 
because of cxtrcrhcly low run 
forecasts for the Pahsimeroi, 
about 50. fish. The federal agency 
said it did not want the popula- 
tion divided into hatchery and 
rjatural spawning units because pf 
concern, about affecting natural 
spawning success in the river. 

Fish and Game says it .shares 
the concern but fell that provid- 
ing more juveniles and adults 
from hatchery production was a 
good management step.

Spokesman Dave Moody said 
state Game and Fish Department 
trappers have captured six grizzlies 
in the area and filled them with radio 
transmitters in an effort to gather 
more information about the bears 
and their cattle-killing habiLs.

. near calves they killed. Moody said. 

Ranchers including Paul Walton 


.said they have lost dozens of cattle 
in the grazing area. Moody said 
his department can prove that four 
calves were killed by bears. 

But he acknowledged the number 
of grizzlies in the area is alarming. 

“There’s no doubt this is a sur- 
prise to us, the bear densities''ussp- 
ciated with this allotment,” he 
said.

Smith’s husband, Darryl, and 
hi.s 7-yeur-ald son were floating 
about 15 feel behind in a rubber 
raft when die attack occurred. , . 

Young suffered several punc- 
ture wounds on her right shin 
and got a tetanus shot but didn't 
require stitches. Her stepmother 
received one small cut on her 
foot when an olfer bit tiirough 
her nylon water shoe. 

"I think it's a rcaJ rarity, most- 
ly because people and otters 
don’t come into contact that 
often," said Jim DeBoer, a slate 
game warden. 

Darryl Smith said he hoped 
the state wildlife agency would 
trap the animals to test diem for 
rubies, but DeBoer said that 
won't be possible. 

- , He said oilers travel great dis- 
tdhfcs,;and it would be diOlcult 
to undibc animals. DeBoer also 
said there arc quite a few otters 
living on the Jefferson River.

"I work with hearing-impaired chilr^n all 
day long, and 1 know how involved it can be," 
said Arden Schmitt, an instructor at the Idaiio 
School for the Deaf and the Blind. "I figured 
we were doing good to maintain three kids, so 
1 decided this was a fad and put it on the back 
burner.’- ' 

But forgetting about Lin soon became the 
impassible task. 

. ‘Tlie Lord woke me up in the middle of the 
nigin and said.M love you and accept you just 
the way you are and you’re not perfect and 
you can accept him,’ " explained die devoutly 
religious Schmitt. "I knew without a doubt 
that was God's will for this family, and 1 was 
as excited os the rest ofthem from then on." 

Meanwhile, Lin was waiting to go home. ' 
He just didn't know where home was. 

Bom of a mother who contracted rubella 
" during her pregnwey, Lin had a gmndmotlic'r 
who eared for him the first four years of his 
.life.. When the task became loo great, his 
molher'and grandmother took him to a 
Catholic orphanage in the Taiwanese cipital 
ofTaipci. 

Lin was bom hearing-impaired and had a 
cleft palate. He underwent reconstructive 
surgery, but his speech patterns were crmiic. 

As the' Schmitts worked to bring their 
prospective son to Gooding, ‘more tragedy 
struck. 

. .In March, a fax arrived from T^hvan. Lin 
had meningltis.ond vvos in a coma. - 

But the tough little guy pulled through,

Twin Falls-bred man 
visits an old friend

TWIN FALLS — From the walls of the 
Snake River to the pinnacles of the Tetons, 
Paul Pcizoldt has been soaring to new 
heights for 86 years. 

Today. he'.s celebrating the 70th anniver- 
sary of his first ascent of the Grand Teton 
in a way that is pure Paul. Pcizoldt. He’s 
climbing the mountain again. 

Bom in Iowa but rai.scd on a farm near 
Pillar Falls, Pcizoldt was only 16 in 1924 . 
when he first climbed the Grand Teton. He 
went on from there to open his own school 
of mountamccring and to develop many of 
the climbing techniques still used today. 

He also became the first chief instructor 
for Outward Bound wh^rrit made its debut 
in the United States, and he is founder, and 
president emeritus of the National Outdoor 
Leadership School. — 

"A lot of the old-time guides I trained 
will be making this climb with me. " Pet-

-He made a double traverse of the 
Matterhorn in a single day and, as a mcm-

bordc^,- climbed to 27,000 feet. 

■ It ail began in Twin Falls, where the son 
of Emma -and Charles Pcizoldt was raised 
with his four brothers and four sisters.

Later, Pcizoldt lived in the Magic Valley 
qlTandon. 

He once worked for the owner of the old 
Pcrrinc Restaurant and lived behind the old 
Pcrrinc Hotel. 

....-Young Pctzoldt Icartied to scale the sum-' 
mils by scrambling up and down the Snake 
River Canyon, sneaking down onto the Per- 
rinc estate in Blue Lakes to nab a couple of 
cherries or apples. 

"There was good fishing in the ponds, 
there loo," Pctzoldt recalled. "I remember 
catching-400- to 500-pound sturgeons and - 
dragging them to the top of the canyon. We 
had to give most of them to neighbors, be- 
cause there was no refrigeration in those 
days." 

Pctzoldt nurtured his love of the outdoors 
and of the ecosystem in Idaho, he said, but 
he also' started climbing mountains for a 
more utilitarian reason.

If the summer doldrUms are in danger 
of settling in around the children in your 
life, hand them a book. 

But not just any book. Try one of the 
new books that’s really a kit, offering 
words, and projects aplenty. You just 
might' launch a child toward a career in 
jewelry design or simply introduce a 
young one to the pleasures of crafts. 

Here’s a look at four of the best solu- 
tions to that painful phrasc,'“rm bored, 
there’s nothing to do”: ' ;

• “The Jewelry Book and Kit" by 
Arlene Stewart Hamilton (Andrews and 
McMeel, S15.95). This 56-page book 
comes with d small plastic box with just 
about everything you need (except nee- 
dle-nose pliers) to makp ^asic jewelry — 
from beads, charms, pins and jump rings 
to ear clips and spring clasps. 

Aimed at girls, the projects ore simple 
— earrings, bracelets, anklets and neck-' 
laces. It’s a good, basic introduction to 
jewelry that offers girls a finished prod- 
uct' In.a'shon amount of Time-iharthey 
can enjoy wearing or giving while- 
announcing, made it.” Others may find 
the book and kit useful as a first step 


toward more complicated and original 
designs. 

• “Boondosgle: A Book of Lanyard <ft 
Lacing," by the-editors of Klutz Press 
($10.95). This 45-pagc book comes with six- 
hvc-yard lengths of brightly colored plastic 
lanyard, a key chain ring, a bolo slide, two 
metal clips and a metal bracelet blank.

• “The Lanyard Book and Kit" by 
"Arlene'Srcwart'Hamllton(Andrcws-and 

McMcel. S15.95). This 56-page book 
comes with four lengths of colored plastic 
lanyard, two key rings, two metal clips; 


and several colored-beads. * • 

Of the two lanyard books, this one is 
easier for a beginner because Hamilton 
devotes the first part to braiding instruc- 
tions. For beginners, there’s the zipper, 
box qnd doublc'^hclix. More advance 
-braiders will enjoy learning cobra, dia-- 
mond and scrambler patterns. 

There are fewer projects in "The ' 
Lanyard Book and Kit”- than in 
“Boondoggle,’; but one that gets high 
marks for originality and usefulness is the 
sunglasses holder. 

If you want to get .serious about lanyard 
lacing, both books make a nice set. If 
you’re going to buy only one, go with 
this one for younger children and Klutz 
Press’ book for older children dr those 
-who already mastered- the basics at-camp.

WICHITA, Kan. — Mary Agnes : 
Moriey doesn’t spend every waiting 
' moment consunjed .by food, even 
though she knows that as she ages, it’s 
-more impdrtant and sometimes more 
diOicull to watch what she cats. 

And she says it isn't diQlcullfor her 
to practice what she preached as a 
home economics teacher: Eat healthy 
and you’ll stay healthy. 

But she also knows that she's differ- 
ent from a lot of people around her age 

— 76 — people who say they're loo 
tired, too depressed j>r too ill to look 
alter their nutritional ncc^. 

As you grow older, 'TiiOrlCy says, 
‘'sometimes you'gct a little frustrated 

whe n it comes to food." 

“Some people ... sit down with a 
bowl of cereal three limes a day. 

'T don’t know, maybe 1 would if I 
were alone” — Morlcy and her hus- 
band, Oetus, 88. prepare meals togeth- 
er — “but I don’t think I’d go that for.” 

A lot of people do go that for, say 
nurses and dietitians who work with' 
the elderly. As a result, they rhay lose 
or gain loo much weiglit for their bod- 
ies to handle, or become iU. 

Some-olderpcoplc-go-so-far-in- 

neglecting healthful eating, in fact, that 
they wind up in the hospital. Thai's 
rare, but it's not rare at all for someone 
' to be itrthe’ hospital for an illness or 
injury whose impact might have been 
lessened by healthy eating. 

A 1993 national survey of elderly 
patients in the nation's hospitals and 
nursing homes showed that about one- 
quarter of patients were poorly nour- 
ikied when admitted. 

“(Some cldcfly) people kind of eat ^ 
margirlally’at home.” says Marsha' 
Healey, a dietitian at St. Joseph 
Medici Center in Wichita, Kan. “Then 
if they have the insult of an illness,, 
they rcallygct wiped out.” 

“Frances Rogers ScidI, a gerontology 
riursc'at Wesley Medical Orntcr, calls 
malnutrition “pur biggest problem" in 
older patients.

• died — if not easily, then at the least 
1 with just a little thought and effort. 

I Better eating doesn’t have to cost more

— you may think it’s easier to stop eat- 
ing certain dishes altogether than to 
Icam healthier food preparation.

I listen to bird calls and songs on a 
tape, because 1 am homc.sick for the 
•‘wliat-clieer cheer cheer" and "chip” 
of the cardinal that visited my bird 
feeder in northern Michigan.

Watson wishes for wind in British finals

TURNBERRY, Scotland - It’s been seven 
years for Tom Watson. Seven years without a 
victory. Seven years of sweating out short 
putts — and missing them. . 

But if there is one more round of greatness- 
tn this man with ci^t major championships in 
a brilliant career, he con end those years of 
quiet suffering Suniiy with A victory in the 
British Open. 

‘Tm happy with my. position," he said after 
a 69 in Satuiwy’s third round left hjm at 202, 
one stroke behind co-leaders Fuzzy Zocllcr, 
who shot a 64, and Brad Faxon, 67. 

"1 have a chance to win the Open champi-

Four men arc in prison. Tonya 
Harding is feeding meals to the elderly 
as part of her community service, pro- 
nioting wrestling matches and listening 
•to offers about how to cash in on her 
fame. 

Nancy Kerrigan is skating in exhibi- 
tions and speaking to service clubs. 

When the lust of the defendants, 
Harding's cx-husband Jeff Cillooly, 
was sentenced. Kerrigan's mother, 
Brenda, seemed to speak for just about 
everyone when she said, “It's about 
time it was all over and done." 

Even the suburban shopping mall 
rink wlicre Harding practiced has been 
ripped up and is being replaced, as if it 
wiLS tainted by this sordid tale.

Harding was in on the plot to assault 
Kerrigan remains officiolfy unan- 
swered. She says she wo,sn'i. , 

Gillooly, who passed a lie detector 
lest on the subject, says Harding was in 
on it from the stun.

mu.st have, known. The panel stripped 
her of the national title she won Jan. 8 
atDclioit. 

Despite it all. Harding seems happy. 
She has a new boyfriend. They were 
seen in matching jackets holding hands 
at a July 4 fireworks display.

"big lhing.s'.' for her in the near future. 

She's held the first two interviews 
with researchers developing a iclcvi-' 
sion movie of her life story.

Another The good ole days 


Info-age 
deal falls

NEW YORK — Another high-profile busi- 
ness deal set against the backdrop of the cver- 
giddy Information Age fell apart this past 
week. 

And yet again, a big reason for a failed ven- 
ture was top executives' disagreement about 
the technology-driven future and their role in 
it. 

The would-be merger of CBS Inc. and QVC 
Inc. died because the leaders of QVC part- 
owner Comcost Corp., Rolph and Brian 
Ro^ns. felt they would not hove hod enough 
say in the direction of the combined comf^y. 

”Wc did not like the prospect of bcing a 
passive, financial papner in CBS." John R. 
Alehin, Comcast’s senior vice ptwidcni, said 
the day.ofter It launched a S2.2 billion bid for . 
the 85 percent of QVC it doesn’t own. 

Another big info deal — the S30 billion 
merger of Bell Atlantic Corp. and Tclc-Com- 
munications Inc. — fell apart in Fcbniary 
when their leaders found they had conflicting 
visions of the funire. ^ 

The rapid change of computer and commu- 
nications technology leaves few certainties 
about that future, of course. With billion-dollar 
. revenues and thousands of employees at st^c, 
and the whimsy of Wall Street and Washing- 
ton thrown in, it’s little wonder that executives 
shy away from big risks. 

"These people don’t know how to be In 
each other’s businesses," said Denise Caruso, 
a technology industry analyst and consultant in 
San Francisco. •. 

Even the smaller joint ventures announced 
these days in the high-tech world rarely cany a 
dollar value or specifics about structure. They 
arc tailored to blow away the moment the 
wind changes. 

"Without a real true vision here, no one 
wants lo be the one lo make the big bet with- 
out a fairly large safety net," said reevin 
Compton, partner in Kleiner Perkins Cauficld 
& Byers, a San Francisco venture capital firm 
that gave life to companies like Tandem Com- 
puters Idc. and Sun Microsystems Inc. 

"As people try and negotiate these nets, the 
denis start to weaken and eventually fall 
apart,” Compton said. "Billion-dollar safety 
nets arc hard to construct." 

He also said loo many executives in the 
technology and media industries arc getting 
iddns from their organizations and outside ad- 
visers. 

"This secondhand experience docs not give 
them-the internal, gumption to drive a deal 
through since they have no real personal pas- 
sion for the end result," he said.

Family-owned Oregon 
logging company uses 
yesteryear’s techniques

ging company is using techniques from yesteryear 
to deal with environmental realities of today. 

Equine Energy, n Jacksonville company that 
, consists of Elwin Wines and his son and daugh- 
ter. uses five horses to heave the truckload of tim- 
ber they cut evciy day. But they leave more be- 
hind than they alt. 

•‘lt’.s logging the modern way." says Elwm 
Wines, adding that the ecological impact, or luck 
thereof, is the reason behind almost all of the 
company'ijjobs, 

"Horses are chosen not. so much for what they 
do as what they don’t do," cxplaias Wines. "Thiv 
don’t tear up the ground, they don’t make a bunch 
ofrockct.nndiheydon'ispill fuel on ilie ground," • 

Adds 27-ycar-old Stan Wines: "We’re not. re- 
quired to have nearly the fire equipment that ma- 
chine loggers dp. either. Horsc.s don’t start fires or 
give ofT sparks." • 

The horses are able to maneuver through thick 
timber stands that would be impossible to log by 
machine;' Wines say.s. 

Maureen Walker, manager of a private timber 
sale the Wines recently cut, said she had the envi- 
ronment in mind when she made tiic sale. 

"We didn’t want to just cream the timber and 
make a lot of money," she said. 

Darrell Bonde of South Coast Lumber Co. in 
-Brookings agrees that Walker did not get a high 
price for her timber, She received only S625 per 
thousand board feet. 

"The market is just plain freaky." he s:iys. "In 
February. S725 per thousand was a good price, 
but it’s eroded since." 

He said Walker's sale was unusual because of her 
commitment to a logging job that wjls environmen- 
tally sound rather than economically profitable. 

"Hers is not a typical logging job. It’s really 
more of a stand enhancement." he said. "1 think 
it’s great, what she’s doing up there," 

"Wines' 25-ycar-old dau^uer. Marian, has been a 
hoisc logger sincehighi school, Though she has a de- 
gree in music education and taught school for a year, 
she found hcisclf back in tlie wood-s tliis summer. 

The toughest part of horse logging, she say-s. is 
not the physical demands, but the endurance re- 
quired to get ihrougli the day. 

"You have lo stay sharp mentally,” she says. 
"With a horse hitched to a log. you have tQ.,scj: 
everything that could go wrong. You have to 
gauge which way it’s going to swing when you 
yank on it. what it's going to pick up and throw at 
you when it mpvcs, and how you’re going to get 
ouU)f the way," 

"After a while." she adds, "it becomes aut jimat- 
ic. I’m still in the havc-to-stop-and-think, stage."

Hercules sells aerospace 
division for $365 million

Hercules Inc. announced that it has 
agreed to sell its aerospace division 
to Alliant Tcchsy^tems for $365 
“miilion'in-cashand -3 ;5-mil lion- 
shares of newly-issued stock. 

Alliant Techsystems, based in 
Hopkins, ' Minn., manufactures 
defense and' marine systems to the 
U.S. government and its allies. It 
employs 4,800 people and reported 
sales of $775 million and profits of 
$39 million for the fiscal year end-^ 
ing'MarchSl. . 

Hercules Aerospace manufactures 
"-rocket motors for space launch, 
strategic and tactical weapons sys- 
tems for the U.S. Army. It has oper- 
ations in seven stales,, including 
Utah. 

A spokesman said the two compa- 
nies have been discussing the deal, 
which would include Hercules’ 
Bacchus'Works In Magna, since 
Jan. 14 under a confidentiality 
agreement. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt said he had 
spoken with Hercules executives- 
who assured him the sale would 
have no immediate negative impact 
on the cqrnpany’s Bacchus plant or 
its employees.

NBC plans business news 
service for Asia in August 


t NEW YORK (AP) — The National 
Broadcasting Co. will begin delivering 
. business and general news programs 
via satellite to 15 Asian countries stort- 
ing Aug.1. 

NBC, a division of the General 
Electric Co., said l\iesday that it plans 
to provide 8H hours a day of programs 
over a satellite transpond- ju -"ntly 
controlled by the Aus,. 

I Broadcasting Coip. 

I The programs will include live 
financial and market reports from its 
CNBC cable network and general 
news shows from its' NBC broadcast 
television network including the "NBC 
Nightly News with Tom Brokaw." 

NBC plans to expand the predomi- 
. nantly business news service to 24 
hours a day and reach more countries 
in Asia early next year when a new 
satellite is launched on which it has 
leased two transponders. 

"We are committed to glolializing 
our CNBC business news franchise," 
said NBC President Robert C. Wright. 
“We are first in television business 
news in the Unilul States and plan to be 
first in TV business news in the world." 

Tom Rogers, president of NBC 
Cable and Business Development, said 


the company hopes that the exposure it 
gets this summer and fall by providing 
a limited number of programs to Asian 
audiences will introduce NBC to the 
market. 

"People will begin to know our 
name and see the qudily of the product 
we provide. It will give cable operators 
there exposure to our product,” he said 
in a phone interview. 

The programs initially, being made 
available will be in English, but Rogers 
said plans are being made to provide 
prognuns in local languages os well. 

The initial block of programs will be 
available to a potential audience of 
more than 24 million people and 
30,000 hotel rooms throughout Asia. 
The block will be carried overnight in 
Asia, a time when U.S. markets are 
open for business. 

NBC currently provides programs to 
the European and Latin American mar- 
kets. It bought the Super Channel In 
Europe !a.st year and reaches 58 mil- 
lion homes with that service. It has 
owned Canal dc Noticias NBC for 
about a year, provioding Spanish lan- 
guage news to Spain, U.S. cable sys- 
tems and more than 20 Latin American 
countries. 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Some 
former employees of a big eastern 
Idaho credit union say borrowers 
were charged too much interest on 
variable-rale loans in the 1980s, and 
the overcharges could be. S3 million 
to $5 million. 

Former employees, some of whom 
asked not to be publicly identified, 
said some Westmack Federal Credit 
Union borrowers paid loo much 
intcrcst bccnuse of accounting errors 
made by (he Idaho Falls-based insti- 
tution. 

W^cstmark was organized in 1954 
as the Atomic Workers Credit Union 
and has branches in Blackfoot and 
Pocatello. Many of its 28,000 mem- 
bers arc employed by coniraciors at 
the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory. 

Susan Dewey was a former 
Westmark branch and operations 
projects, manager fired in. 1990 for 
insubordination. 

Dewey said the overcharge has 
been estimated at between $3 mil- 
lion and $5 million, averaging $10 
to S8O0 per loan, but some up to 
$5,000. 

/Some borrowers with variable rate 
loans also were undercharged, 
sources say. A borrower was under- 
charged or overcharged depending 
on whether interest rates were rising 


or falling at the time the rates were 
miscalculated. 

Edited notes of telephone con- 
vcr.sations between National 
Credit Union Administration and 
Westmark officials were obtained 
by the Idaho Falls Post Rc^ister- 
and the paper said they confirmed 
a problem with variable rate loans 
in 1989. 

W,cstlnark President and Chief 
Executive Officer Rich Leonardson . 
refused comment, other than to say 
Westmark has a responsibility to 
keep information about members' 
accounts confidcnUiil. 

"However, Westmark Federal 
Credit Union has an open door poli- 
cy to discuss with the ‘members of 
the credit union any questions they 
may have regarding their individual 
accounts.” Ixiwardson said in a pre* 
pared statement. 

The credit union reported 
$922,000 in income last year. 

The chairman and two former 
chairmen of Westmark's board of 
directors also refused direct com- 
ment. 

“Whal we've got arc a lot of 
disgruntled employees out there," 
said Cliarlc.s Collins, former chair- 
man and a present member of the 
board. 

In 1989. Westmark hud a $10 mil- 


lion loss. The credit union closed 
five of its nine eastern Idaho branch- 
es and terminated 10 of its top 
administrators, including D'ewey. . 
Poor management and risky com; 
mcrcial loans were blamed for a $12 
-million bailout by the. NCUA. the 
federal agency that insures deposits 
in credit unions. *• 

. While NCUA knew about the 
accounting errors, it didn’t require 
Westmark to inform its members. 

Sources say NCUA’s bailout 
would have cost much more if 
Westmark had reimbursed over- 
charged borrowers, and the 
agency probably would have 
closed the foundering credit union 
rather than pour more money into' 
it. 

.Slate and federal law requires 
financial institutions to reimburse 
borrowers if miscalculations on con- 
sumer loans exceed 0.125 percent, 
said Gavin Gee, chief of the Iduho 
Department of Finance's financial 
institutions bureau. 

But the law also says refunds arc 
not required if it would adversely 
affect the "safety and soundness" of 
a financial institution. Gee said. .' 

Westmark is not stutc-churicrcd 
and the Department of Finance docs' 
not have jurisdiction over it. NCUA 
regulates Westmark.

SPOKANE (AP) — Washington 
Water Power ha.s requested permission to 
raise natural gas rates for Washington 
cuMomers and dccrca.se rates for Idaho 
customers, the utility said Friday. 

Washington .Water Power filed 
requests with the state Utilities and 
Transportation Cbrnmlssion to increase 
Washington rates by 9 percent and to 
decrease Idaho rales by 4 percent. 'The 
Washington incrca.se would amount to 


an average rise of about $3.04 per 
month per customer, and the Idaho 
decrease to about $1.85 per month. 

The Washington increase is due to an 
incica.se in die market price of gas. The. 
Idaho decrease is due to a change in the 
way gas costs arc determined, which 
resulted in a previous over-collection 
froin cuslonreis. Barring that. Idaho also 
would have seen on increase, Washington 
Water Power said in a release.

A Ever since a horse broke its back in a spec- 
tacular 70-foot fall during the filming of “Jesse 
James” in 1939.thcLos Angeles office of the American 
Humane Association has monitored Hollywood’s use 
and abuse,of animals. Representatives of the AHA 
regularly visit movie sets to enforce the humane treat- 
rnem of "all sentient creatures.” Though the associa- 
tion assigns ratings to productions (“acceptable,” “be- 
lieved acccpuible," “questionable” and “unacc^table"), 
it does not keep a tally of animals injured or killed dur- 
ing filming-— an occurrence it describes as “rare.”

(he deepest passion of 
my life. A latecomer 
to (he Joys and re- 
sponsibilides of par- 
cnthood, I was poH of 
the generation of 
women who came of 
age in the ’^s and ’70s and beat a noisy 
path into the male worlds of academe. law, 
medicine and corporate mon.^mem. 

1 arrived at Harvard Univ^ity in the 
late 1960s feeling doubly blessed: Not 
only was Lpoised to ride the crest of a new 
and vigorous women’s moyemem, but 
also 1 1^ managed to escape the coniines 
of achildhood spentin the Welsh mining 
volleys. When I earned my Ph.D. in eco- 
nomics in : 1973, 1 felt confi^t that 1 could 
have it all: career success, marriage, chil- 
dren. Would that it had been that simple! 

For a while, it did seem os though I 
would clear the "supermom” hurdles. I 
planned carefully — delaying childbirth, 
finding a wonderfully supportive hus- 
band, securing a great job os assisUtnl pro- 
fessor of economics at Barnard College, 
a women’s college in New York City. 
My first child was bom in 1977 — a 
beloved daughter. It was tough going, 
since Barnard had no paienting-Ieave poli- 
cies, and I needed to be back at work two 
weeks after delivery. But my husband. 
Richard, and 1 leami^ to function on five 
hours of sleep a night, and we managed. 

-The crunch come with my second 
pregnancy. All along, this was a diffi- 
cult pregnancy. I swelled up at an alarm- 
ing rote, and I experienced frightening 
bouts of cramping. In the second 
trimester, I discovered I was pregnant 
with twins — the same month that my 
tenure review started at Barnard. 

I gave some thought to taking time off 
ftom wpric to grow my babies but was told 
by my ^ployer that, sbon of a medical 
emergency, 1 wasn't entided to a leave of 
abseil: I would have to resign. Ten years 
of hard, mnding work had gone into this 
careers mine, and I was ordy ISmonths 
away from tenure, ^uld 1 r^y give up 
the possibility of lifetime job security? I ic- 
onized but finally decided to stick with 
my job and stomp down my worries. . 

utter that year— on Nov. 17, 1979. at 
about 6:30 in the evening— I was silting 
in my office in a state of exhaustion, try- 
ing to summon up enough energy to go 
home, when water began to trickle down 
my legs. As the trickle turned into a 
stream. I realized in horror that my wa- 
ters hod broken and that it was much too 
early to go into labor — I was only at the 
end of the sixth month. 

Later at the hospital, my grim-faced 



obstetrician told me that probably over 
* (he next 48 hours I would go into labor, 
and the babies would be bom. Given 
(heir estimated size, they would have no 
chance of survival. 

I spent the next two days in limbo. ly- 
ing flat on a hard hospital bed, sick with 
fear and praying for the lives of my chil- 
dren. On (he morning of (he third day, 
one of the babies died in. utcra. 

The doctorpohently explained that (bey 
now had no option but to induce labor. 

. With a dead baby inside me, (here was B 
dangerof infection. Both babies had to be 
delivered. One was deod; the other would 


die. Later that morning, I started a ’’nor- 
mal" 14-hour labor. I screwed up my eyes 
and plugged my ears so that I would not 
see or hear my dead and dying children lx 
bom — but I felt them throu^ my agony, 
wntm and wet against my £igte. 

-Afterward, for quite a long time, life 
, was Duly bard to bear. I mourned my chil- 
dren with on intensity that ftighteoed me. 
b sddidon to my grief, 1 was ridden with 
guilL If only 1 ^ven up work, if only 

I had sought additional medical opin- 
ions. In all kinds of ways, I felt I had 
failed to protect my babies, and there- 
fore I had no pi^ on myself. For a while. 


It takes enomwiis 
amounts of energy 
and time to raise 
chadren, and all of us 
must understand the 
trade-offs between 
personal fulfilbiient 
and family well-being. 
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I believed that I was living proof of a 
tr^itional wisdom: Women could not ^ 
have both careers and children. 

I eventually recovered. A year or so 
later, we had.ahealthy second child, and 
gradually the dreadful sense of failure 
ebbed away. But losing those babies left 
an indelible mailc. That dark winter of 
1979*80 permanently changed my per- 
spective and my priorities. 

For starters, it changed my career. . 
When I left Barnard in 1980. 1 decided 
to seek a new career as on advocate for 
families with children.‘Ovei< the next 
decade, as director of the Economic 
Policy Council and a best-selling author 
{When the Bough Breaks: The Cost of 
Neglect^ Our Children), I put my skills 
as an economist to work to convince pol- 
icy-makers that children are one of the 
b<»t investments this country can make: 
More recently, I have become directly 
involved in the struggle to suppon moms 
and dads. In 1 993 1 founded the National 
Parenting As^iadon. an organiiadon 
committed to spreading the word that 
raising children is much more than an 
expensive hobby; rather, it is one of the 
most rewarding things you can do with 
a life— for both yourself and society. 

The winter of 1979-80 also changed 
my private pniorities. I learned, in an ex- 
tremely brutal way, that a parent carmot 
simply cony on business os usual when 
raising a child. Disability leave and day 
core don't cut the mustard. While gen- 
erous family-support policies ore essen- 
tial if wodong parents ore to cope with 
the mechanics of their children's lives. 


os likely to drink alcohol and take drugs 
os childra who were under the super- 
vision of odults-after school. 

Today, diildien fiom both offluentond 
poor hontes spend laige numbers of hours 
on their own each week. The fact is. the 
needs of children run full dlt into adult 
agenda. Ow the last 16 years, there have 
bee n many occasions when I have had to 
choose: cither my career or my kids. In 
1985, for example, it became clear to me 
that holding do\^ my job os director of the 
Economic Policy Council was increas- 
ingly incompatible with fulfilling the 
nMds of thiM small children. The pres- 
sures of this high-profile job were ex- 
acting a huge toll. I’d become an over- 


Children need health core and 
preschools, but they also need parental 
liipe and attention. Who will help Adam, 
our 10-year-old, deal 
with the agony 'of not 
having been invited to a 
classo^'s birthday p»- 
ty? Who will help David, 
our 13-year-old, distill 
good values when he be- 
gins to date? Who will 
help Lisa, our 16-year- 
old, cope with being cut 
from the soccer team? A 
parent, of course. But if 
neither myself nor 
Richard is home at 4 
p.m. or. 6 p.m., how 
would we even know 
that these issues are trou- 
bling our children? 

Over the last 30 years, children have 
lost approximately 12 hours of parental 
time a week, and research has uncov- 
ered omiinous links between absentee 
parents and a whole range of emotional 
and behavioral problems.

Part of the answer lies in our policies. 
We fdl to adequately fund prenatd care 
or parenting leave. Under our tax code, 
a couple would be better off breeding 
racehorses than raising children. Most 
states devote more attendon to regulat- 
ing dog kennels than day-care centers. 

Pan of the answer lies in the way our 
culture has tilted toward the self.' The 
libmtion movements of the 1960s gteat-^ 
ly increased the weight men and women 
give to self-fulfillment, and this has had 
tremendous negodve eftects on children. 
For, like it or not, there arc trade-offs 
- betw w n personal fulfillment and fami- 
ly well-being. Creating a home and ras- 
ing childrra ore time- intensive activities 
wWch claim li^e amounts of adult en- 
ergy in the prime of life— energy that 


rcer — or worldng out 
at the gym. for that 
matter.^./A 
yAllTJfwhiavis not a 
long-winded way of 
recommending that we 
return to the optional 
world of the 1950s. 
Women ore no longer 
able to take the entire 
responsibility for fam- 
ily life. Husbands and 
fathers, employers and 
government, all have to 
pull their weight in this 
business of nurturing. 
Take husbands and 
fathers. Right now only 1 % of falheis take 
paternity leave. They fear they will be 
fired. In an age of cutbacks and down: 
sizing, many 'are simply too scared to take 
what is on the books. And yet those first 
weeks of life ore incredibly important 
Taking time to bond with a newborn, tak- 
ing dme to be a supportive husband, can 
go a long way toward cementing a fami- 
ly. Employers can help ease tensions in 
this stressful period by assuring fathers 
that taking leave will not entail penalties. 

Corporations con, in fact, do many 
things to give parents the “gift of time." 
American Express, for example, ofieis a 
compressed work week (the ability to 
squeeze a full week's work into three or 
four days), and Johnson & Johnson of- 
fers staggered hours and a flexible work 
week. Both corporations find that these 
options for working parents boost pro- 
ductivity. 

Government also has a powerful role 
to play. How about extending" the Family 
and Medical Leave Act so that it covers 
all parents? Should millions of moms 
and Hnris be denied parenting leave mere- 
ly because they w'otk for small compa- 
nies? Or how about lengthening the 
si^ool year? In other rich countries, chil- 
dren ore at school 20 to 40 more days a 
year than in the U.S., and the school day 
in France and Japan runs to 4:30 p.m. 
These longer hours obviously eliminate 
much of the "latchkey” problem. VtTiat 
a relief it would be for us working par- 
ents not to feel anxiety 'mount at 3 p.m. 
os we wait Tor that office phone to ring 
with some kind of emergency! And what 
a relief for our children hot to be home 
alone. DO

I HE STORM THAT BLEW 
up off Cape Fear. N.C.. on 
Jan. 26. 1993. was a soi* 
lor’sKightmare — a winter 
' gale with icy mins just shy 
of hurricane strength that 
roiled the sea into a fury. 
For Deborah Dempsey, the 
captain of the transport ship Lyra, it 
was a good day to be home on land, 
far from the anger of the waves. 

Dempsey, 46. has had a distin- 
guished history at sea. In 1989. she be- 
come the fust American woman to cap- 
tain a merchant vessel in international 
waters. Her service aboard the Lyra, 
the newest ship in the Lykes Line fleet, 
had been memorable: In 1990 and 
1991. Dempsey had sailed the Lyra six 
times to the Persian Gulf with military 
supplies — the first woman captain of 
a Merchant Marine vessel in wartime. 

But now the Lyra 

was to be sold. After 
her duties were com- 
pleted on board. Cap- 
tain Dempsey had 
left her post and 
thought she had seen i 
the la:?t of the 634- 
foot ship as it was 
pulled out to the open 
sea by tugboat, on its 
way to New Orleans. 

Dempsey barely | 
had settled in at the i

Once, not so long ago, 

the leader of a great nation decreed that before the Earth 
circled the Sun another 10 times, his countrymen would 
walk on another world.

I was lucky enough to be involved in the Apollo pro- 
gram, but I don’t blame people who think the whole thing 
was faked in a Hollywood sound studio. Apollo U was 
an astonishment, jolting our perceptions of ourselves. If 
we could fly to the Moon, as so many have asked, what 
else an we capable of? 

It seems to me that the most ironic token of that mo- 
ment in history is the plaque signed by President Richard 
M. Nixon Aat Apollo II carried to the Moon. It boasts: 
“We came in peace for all mankind." As our government 
was dropping 7.5 megatons of conventional explosives on 
Southeast Asia, it pledged to hurt no one on a lifeless rock.
